Coming Presidentials

HERE seems to be mighty little 
\ doubt that we are to have a new 
set of stamps issued by us 
Democrats, even if we Repub- 
licans did start work on them long 
ago with the expectation of staying in 
another term. But when, or what they 
will be is shrouded in official mystery. 
About the only thing that seems 
pretty certain is that there are to be 
25 of them, and they’ll carry a line of 
Presidential portraits. 

A month or two ago they seemed 
to be about to pop out on a waiting 
philately; now not even Mike Eidsness 
can find out when they will be issued. 























He said recently that they were rather 
indefinitely postponed. However, it is 
interesting to speculate about them 
and try to figure out who is to be in- 
cluded in the new “Who’s Who Among 
Presidents.” 

Let’s see, we have had 31 different 
Presidents so far. The law will not 
allow the picture of a living President 
or ex-President, so that rules out 
Hoover and Roosevelt, leaving us 29 
to choose from and only 25 stamps, so 





either four will still go into the dis- 
card or some of those already pictured 
will have to be omitted. 

Or, they may leave out some of the 
old ones and put in all those not so 
far portrayed. But hold on! A few 
of them don’t seem to deserve it. 
Rather puzzling, isn’t it? Let’s go 
into it further and see what we can 
figure out. 

The Presidents so far portrayed on 
our postage stamps, with the date of 
first appearaoce, are as follows:

And there were 11 other Presidents 
who have never been pictured. Let’s 
look over their records and see who 
we can pick out who ought to go in 
the new set. 


JOHN ADAMS, 2nd President — 
Member of Continental Congress, one 
of the five who drew up the Declara- 
tion of Independence and a signer of 
it. Minister to various countries and 
a Vice-President. Above all, he was 
the man who named George Washing- 
ton for Commander-in-Chief of the 





army. So I’m all for hin—but I'll bet 
he doesn’t get in. 


JOHN QUINCY ADAMS, 6th Presi- 
dent—Son of John Adams, Minister to 
various countries, Senator, Secretary 
of State under Monroe. Got fewer 
electoral votes than Andrew Jackson, 
but the Senate hornswoggled him in. 
His administration was marked by in- 
telligence, firmness and integrity, but 
Andy Jackson beat him for reelection, 
so he looks out of luck. 


MARTIN VAN BUREN, 8th Presi- 
dent—Eminent lawyer and Democratic 
politician, so I’ll wager he goes in! 
Held high offices in New York and 
was Secretary of State under Jackson.

9th President—Was Governor of In-

' ippecanoe. Was a Major General in 
tie War of 1812, but Van Buren beat 
lim for President and then he beat 
Van Buren out of a second term. Poor 
chap, he died one month after taking 
office. Didn’t have time to make a 
record, so we’ll count him out. 


JOHN TYLER, 10th President—Be- 


ing V. P. under Harrison, of course | 
succeeded him. Annexed Texas while | 
President, but quarreled with the 


Whig leaders and so lost out for re- 
election. Then as a Virginian he 
favored secession and was a member 
of the Confederate provisional Con- 
gress, so count him out. We have not 
even pictured that great American, 
Robert E. Lee, as yet, so what chance 
for Tyler?

Thought that the states had no right 
to secede, but that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had no right to keep them 
from doing so! Don’t see how that 
qualifies him, but it seems pretty safe 
to put him down in the list. (Four.) 


ANDREW JOHNSON, 17th Presi- 
dent—Before becoming V. P. under 
Lincoln had a fine record as Governor 
of Tennessee, Senator, and then Mili- 
tary Governor of Tennessee (1862-64), 
but got into office on a straddle. The 
Republicans nominated him as V. P. 
to conciliate the war Democrats. As 
a states’ right man, quarreled bitterly 
with Congress and was finally im- 
peached. Acquitted by a narrow ma- 





jority. Can’t see how he can go in, 
but he was a Democrat, and you know 
they first burned Joan of Are as a 
witch and then made her a saint! 


CHESTER A. ARTHUR, 21st Presi- 
dent—V. P. under Garfield and took 
office when Garfield was killed. Made 
a dignified and conservative President; 
strengthened our national defenses 
and vetoed a Chinese immigration bill 
and a “pork barrel” rivers and har- 
bors bill—and so of course was de- 
feated for reelection. Those whiskers 
would look well on a stamp!

New Plate Breaks on 
Old Stamps 


Collectors interested in Plate Breaks 
and minor varieties will doubtless be 
glad to read the following descrip- 
tions of Breaks found by Mr. Joseph 
F. Nett of New Haven, Conn. , 

No. 397 1c Green Panama-Pacific 

BREAK A green line starting from 
beneath the second B in Balboa run- 
ning downward through the letter E 
in Cents to the border of the stamp. 
No. 614 Ic “—— Huguenot-Walloon 

ssue 

BREAKS In both numerals the 
one is badly cut in on the face side. 
In the left-hand circle around the one 
the circle is broken in four places. 
There are two breaks in the C of 
Cents, three breaks in the N of Cents. 
In the arch on the inside the line is 
broken in two places before and after 
the N in Huguenot. On the outside 
of the arch the line is broken in five 
places before and after the third E 
in Tercentenary, before and after the 
second R, and after the Y. There are 
two breaks in the number four in the 
upper right-hand corner of 1924, 

No. 616 5c Dark Blue Huguenot- 

Walloon Issue 

BREAK Over the 5 on the inside 
circle on the left-hand side there is one 
break. Two breaks appear over the 
five on the inside circle on the right- 
hand side. In the arch on the outside 
there is a break between O and T in 
Huguenot. 

All breaks can be seen without the 
aid of a glass.

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The Story Behind the 
Mother’s Day Stamp 





I cannot let the announcements of 
the Mother’s Day Commemorative 
Stamp pass without due honor being 
paid Mrs. H. H. McCluer of Kansas 
City, Past National President of the 
American War Mothers (better known 
as Mother McCluer to the soldiers of 
the World War) who is the ORIGI- 
NAL SPONSOR of this stamp. 

It was almost a year ago that the 
vision came to Mrs. McCluer that 
there shouid be a stamp issued in 
honor of our mothers for use on 
Mother’s Day mail. 

After conferring with her husband 
and son, she submitted her idea to 
the Executive Board of American War 
Mothers on January 23, 1934, who en- 
thusiastically endorsed her proposal. 


A committee was appointed, com- 
posed of Mrs. McCluer, Mrs. W. E. 
Ochiltree, and Mrs. H. C. Boone to 
petition the President and the Post- 
master General for such an issue. 

Following an interview with Post- 
master General James A. Farley, who 
gave his hearty approval, a confer- 
ence was arranged with the Presi- 
dent on Thurdsay, January 25, 1934. 

To quote Mrs. McCluer’s own words 
concerning the interview. 

“I told the President that we had 
come to him into his world of re- 
treat, the stamp world, as it was a 
stamp we wanted to talk about to 
him. The President said, ‘Fine’, with 
a twinkle in his eye. Then when we 
unfolded our plans, he said ‘A beau- 
tiful thought.’ ” 


On February 16, 1934, while await- 
ing developments at the American 
War Mothers Headquarters in Wash- 
ington, Mrs. McCluer received a tele- 
phone call. It was Mr. Eilenberger, 
the Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral. “Mother McCluer”, he said, “I 
have some good news, news that you 
will like to hear. The Mother’s Day 
stamp has been granted.”

PHILATELIC It has seemed to be 
ACTIVITY much more noticeable

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The Confederate 
10c “Frame Line” Stamp 





HIS stamp, the rarest of the 

Confederate general issues, is 

very badly described in the Scott 

catalog, and it is probable that 

many collectors have disposed of 
copies of it for a few cents for this 
reason. As the common small 10c 
stamp is cataloged at 50c and the 
“frame line” at $65.00, the difference 
is well worth knowing. 

The catalog states that stamp No. 
209 is “with rectangular frame” and 
that is all. In the specialized catalog 
a cut of it is shown with the frame 
line, as should be the case in the 
regular catalog, for the benefit of all 
of us. 

As will be seen from the cut given 
below, the frame line is well out- 
side the stamp. In fact, every 
stamp on the plate was ruled off by 
these lines forming a square around 
it—practically guide lines for cutting 
them apart. And the great trouble 
is that when people did cut them 
apart carefully they practically elim- 
inated the lines, so they are hard to 
distiniguish and collectors overlook 
them. 








Their history is very interesting, 
showing what a hard time the Con- 
federacy was having. In April, 1862, 
the rate of postage was raised to 10c 
and orders were sent to De La Rue & 
Co. of London to prepare and rush 
plates for both a 2c and a 10c stamp. 
One four-pane plate of each was pre- 
pared at once and put into the hands 
of a blockade runner, but they never 
reached Richmond! So the local firm 
of Archer & Davis was given a con- 
tract to print 5c stamps from the old

J. J. Coakley of Tampa, Fla., sub- 
mitted a nice lot of Tampa Bi-Cents 
and dues in several types and in look- 
ing over them, I came upon one that 
jarred me up a little to say the least. 
It was a 30c old type due in U-12 and 
just to the right of the legend in bold 
numerals were the figures 3-1933 
they were placed in a vertical posi- 
tion reading down and WERE 
PRINTED and composed A PART OF 
THE PLATE. This must be some 
place within the plate for the imprint 
was off center just enough to show 
the start of the bar to the right. 
Now why were these numerals placed 
or inserted in the plate? It could not 
of been the first printing in that type 
because there are U-12 precancels for 
Tampa listed in the ’30 catalog. Per- 
haps this marked the last printing 
made by this plate. Who knows? I 
know there are a few Bi-Cents in 
U-12 then quite a raft appeared in 
U-16 and the dates seem to agree 
with my argument. If my assumption 
is right I would say that THAT IS A 
NOVEL WAY TO RETIRE A 
PLATE? Any other explanation on 
the above will certainly be appreci- 
ated. A little more as to the way the 
numerals were placed in the plate. If 
you will note Tampa’s U-12 is very 
small and condensed giving a good bit 
of room on either side of the legend. 
This was taken advantage of and a 
goodly portion of the top bar removed, 
in fact the bar ends right above the 
“A” of Tampa. The bar below is 
cut too, but for no purpose that I 
can see as none of the numerals ex- 
tend down that far. The first 3 is 
just above the top bar then a dash 
right on the bar line, the 1933 reading 
on down. Another thing I noted was 
that the first 3 was of a different 
style than the two 38s of 33, it had a 
ball to finish out the ends of the top 
and bottom curves while the latter 
3s altho the same size were just 
plain.

H. W. Ballou of Holyoke, 
Mass., submits one for you fellows 
who like to fool around with plate 
breaks. This one is a 7c Bi-Cent from 
Rochester in U-15 with both the first 
and last Rs missing. The legend is 
perfectly centered in the portrait oval 
both Vertical and horizontal. I have 
scrutinized the stamp thoroughly with 
a glass and I can’t see a trace of 
either letter, although I will admit 
that it would be hard to see on a black 
stamp.
